United States Circuit Court, District of Kan- 
sas, at Chambersinthe City of St. Louis, 
October 1,1880. The Western Union Tele- 


Railroad Company, the Kansas Pactfic Rail- 
way and the American Union Telegraph 
Company. 

This cause having been fully heard upon the 
motion of defendants to dissolve or modify the 
injunction hereinbefore aliowed, it is ordered 
that the said injunction be amended and moda- 
ified su as to stand and read as follows.to-wit: 

It ig ordered that the said detendants and 
each and all of them and 
their several servants, agents and employes 
be severaily enjoined and regtrained from in 
any manner Cutting any wirés htretofore used 
by complainant along the railroad described 
in the bill, and from running tie said wires or 
anv of thein into the office or offices of defend- 
ants or any of them,and from hindering or ob- 
structing or interlering with the complainantin 
the operation and management of its said line 
of telegraph as it is, has heretofore existed 
and nowexists, and from disconnecting said 
wires or any ofthemtrom the offices or bat- 
teries of commplainint, or attaching them or 
any ofthemtoany other or different offices 
or batteries. Provided, however, that noth- 
ing herein shall prevent the respondent, the 
Union Pacific RaliwayCompany, from trans- 
acting by theuse of its own batteries paid 
or commercial business over its one wire now 
erected along said line of the telegraph, and 
provided further that BO additional wires shall 
be erected or appropriated by 
either party § until the final deter- 
mination of this suit. It is further 
ordered that the respondent, the American 
Union Telegraph Company, have leave to file an 
answer anu cross-biil herein, and that the re 
spondent, the Union Pacific Railway Company, 
have leave to amend its answer.

The rate of mortality in New York 
has decreased thirty per cent in the last 
two years, and in France fifty-two days 
have been added to the average 
human life in the present century. 
These statistics are interesting,-as there 
are few people who do not expect at some 
time to die and who are not anxious to put 
off the evil day as faras possible. They 
are cheerful figures, too. If the death rate 
in New York has decreased 30 per cent in 
two years, in about seven years the people 
will quit dying altogether—that is, sup- 
posing that medical science keeps forg- 
ing bravely on in its good work. If 
France adds a hundred days to life in 
a century it is easy to calculate how many 
centuries will result in practical immor- 
tality. The returns are not allin yet, but 
it looks as though we had the grim reaper 
on the hip, or thereabouts.

Railroad 
tracks running across streets either at 

rade ora little below are a great nuisance. 

‘he city has proposed that onlv Jefferson 
avenue should be bridged and that the rail- 
road track sbould cross this avenue six feet 
belowits present grade. But thecity ha#pro- 
posed that the raliroad commerce 
its descent, to obtain this six feet, at 
Mercer street on tLe east, or 450 teet from the 
bridge, and that the regular grade be regained 
in 450 feet more. This, the railroad people 
claim, is much too steep a down and up grade 
to be practicable. They say that atrain of 
twenty-seven treight cars in running over this 
te would be six feet lowerinthe middle 
than at each end, and that this would resultin 
damage to the draw bars and connecting pins 
of thecurs. The proposition of Mr. Talmage, 
which is now to be uccepted, commences the 
down grade at Noeme street, 1400 feet east of 
the bridge, and reaches the regular grade 
again 1,500 feet west of the bridge or nearly 
at Summitévenue. This is an easy and prac- 
tical grade, butit causes the track to oross 
eventually four more streets below grade and 
greatly interferes with the usefulness and 
beauty of those streets.

Calf pad, $3 50; calf and thigh, $8; calf-pad- 
ded tights, $6; thigh-padded tights, $6; 
padded shirts, $8. Now, this is only afew 
varieties of the so-called symmetries. I have 
krown women who were padded from the 
ankle up. One girl in the Lydia Thompson 
palty wassetting the bald heads crazy, and 
the critics raved about her perfect limbs. The 
fact is, they were as straight up and 
down as table-legs, and the symmetry which 
transported the audience was made to order 
and cost $85, There has been great im- 
provement in this business of late years. 
The pad is woven into andis part of the 
tights. Actresses to whom nature had not 
been generous formerly made their own sym- 
metries, out of oid stockings cutin pieces of 
diminishing size and sewed one to sanotner, 
whicb, pisced upon the calf of the leg,and cov- 
ered wih two or three pairs of stockings, 
would give a gcod apreaiance of graceful 
cottour.

PRINCE NIKITA. 


The Montenegrin Chief and His Fight- 
ing Subjects. 
From the New York Herald. 

Prince Nikxitais the son ofthe Grand Voi- 
voce Murko, a fiery Paladin, the very beau 
idea! of Montenegrin chivalry. Mirko was 
the trusted leader in every campaign, and his 
exploits are still favorite subjects for the 
evening conversation in the cottage homes 
among the mountains. Ilis deeds of bravery 
are sung in strains that would beseem the 
heroes of Homer. His victory over the 
Turks at Ostrog reads like a tale of romance. 
His exploits recall the prowess of Charles 
Kdward and Montrose. Yet he was net a 
mere fiery chieftain. He reorganized the 
army with patientindustry and adapted its 
tactics to the needs ofthe times. He made ex- 
periments in rice and coffee, and labored to 
renderthe rocks around Rjeka productive. 
The gift of song. hereditary in his family, 
was cultivated by him with suecess. When 
the throne was offered to him he withdrew in 
favor of his son. The abnegation of such a 
man Was even more remarkabDie than his mil- 
itary skill, sacacity and fierce courage. These 
qualit#es Prince Nikita inherited. In ap- 
pearauce he is tali and remarkably handsome. 
His hair 1s black. and he wears mustaches of 
extraordinary length. Under their ferocious 
aspect playsastrangely benevolent expres- 
sion. His manners fascinate all who meet 
him, An angry word is seldom heard fron: 
bim. 


HEROES OF ROMANCE, 

The Monteregrins are not unworthy of 
their gajiant Prince. Their nistory is one 
longepic, in which the deeds of heroism 
wrought in their mountain home seem more 
titted for the verse of the poct than for the 
sober pen of the historian. [tis indeed hardly 
possible to relate the fortuves of this heroic 
people without appearing to encroach on the 
province of writers of romance, and thus, as 
Mr. Gladstone said, ‘*begettingin the mind 


ation and of fable.’’ The proportion of men 
able and expected to beararms in case of 
war is higherin Montenegro than anywhere 
else inthe worid. Age ciaims no exemption. 
In the war with Turkey in 1862 corpses of 
ehildren under fourteen years of age were 
often found in the battie-fieid. The present 
Captain of Niegusk, Juro Petrovic, narrowly 
escaped with bis life at the age of twelve. 
Not long ago Prince Nikita asked a youth 
where he gained the terrible scars on his face. 
“T was wounded inthe war under Mirko,’ 
said he. **‘How old,” asked the Prince, 
“could you have been??? “I was thir- 
teen,’’ replied the youth quietly. 
When Montenegrin children are baptized the 
hilt of a dagger 1s given them to kiss. 
The baby in the cradle plays with a pistol as 
witha ccral. At the font the godparents 
cry, “May be not die in his bed.’’ Feeble 
old age vindicates its rights to share in the 
fray. Cripples compel their neighbors to 
carry them tothe post of danger, that they 
may fire from the rocks upon the invaders. 
Even women court the dangers of war. There 
was one whose husband was a standard-bear- 
er. He fell in battle and was succeeded in of- 
tice by the eldest of his grown sons. That 
son fel] and was succeeded by a second, and 
he in turn by atbird. The woman’a fourth 
and last son was still a child, so she shoulder- 
ed the banner herself. ‘*I will bear it till 
my son be grown,’’ she said. 
AN ARMED CAMP. 

Upward of ten thousand men can be as- 
sembled at any point of the frontier within 
twelve hours of the first intimation of dan- 
cer. Twenty-four hours are suflicient to 
concentrate almost the whole maie popula- 
tion. They are all active skirmishers and 
expert marksmen. They pass overprecipices 
and climb the steepest rocks with ease. They 
bear hunger andthirt with the utmost pa- 
tience. Their commissariat is of the simplest. 
They are content with a small loaf of bread, 
a cheese, some garlic, a little brandy.

After the meal, while the wo- 
men sew and knit, the men relate stories of 
personal adventure. Asa matter of course 
they tell of past battles. Tne old father has 
some story of the days of the great Viadka, 
and counts once more the white picmes 
which he received for each Turk whom he 
slew. The younger ones tell of the days of 
Grahova and of their exploits under Mirko, 
and have long been looking forward to the 
call that their Prince to- 
day set forth. These warlike recollections 
are listened to’ with profound interest, 
and those who have nto market teli the 
news they have heard there, discussing the 
promises of the Sultan and the purposes of 
the Powers.

A Blind Man Climps Mont Blanc. 
J. F. Campbell in London Times. 


‘*My ascent of Mont Blanc was nota snd- 
den, reckless undertaking. It was the result 
of «u fixed purpose, and only undertaken after 
a long and careful preparation. In order to 
carry 00 my work on behalf of the bliad, it 
was necessary to keep up my pluck, energy 
and determination. Skating, swimming, 
rowing, riding, kave all contributed their 
share to this end, but last year I went to 
Switzeriarxd to try mountain climbing. The 
¢ xperiment was high!y suce zssful. 

is year I went again, accome- 
panied by my wife, son, and his Highe- 
ness Prince Alexander George of Hesse. 
After four weeks’ continuous work on the 
glaciers and in vatious mountain ascents, I 
went to Chamounix and without difficulty 
achieved the object ofmy summer’s excur- 
son. 

‘In company with my sou, with Benoit as 
my leading guide, I attacked Mont Blanc, 
At first the guides expected to drag me up, 
but I gave them their choice to leave me to 
climb in my own way or give up the under- 
taking. lwas resolved to make an honest 
climb or give up the ascent. I took myaiitce 
onthe ropein the ordivary way, except that 
the distance between my son and myself was 
only a few feet. 
his footsteps ciosely, a2d in sueh places ag 
the very dangerous crevasse near'the grand 
plateau we moved in immediate succession. 
For instance, before he would take the fin- 
gers of his right band out of the bole which 
had been cut in the ice wall for that purpose, 
my left hand would touch his right hand and 
be ready to occupy the hole as svon as he re- 
lirquished it. With the exception of catting 
very excellent steps for me, the guides dur- 
ing the ascent did not assist me in any way. I 
was glad to find that the ascent of such «tee 
Places as the Bosse was much easier than 
Lhadanticipated. The cutting of steps re- 
quired considerable time, and allowed ms at 
my leisure to prepare for each dificult 
and dangerous step. Besides carrying a 
strong alpenstock, I always take with 
me in difficult climbs « short waike- 
ing-stick, which I often use in my rizht hand 
as anindicator, and to show the skill which 
it is possible to obtain in thiswayI may 
mention that I did not miss a single step in 
the entire ascent.

Education in South Carolina. 

From the Washington Star. 
The Superintendent of Education of South 
Carolina reports that the average attendance 
at the public schools in that State, for the 
past three years, has been 52,977 white and 
60,722 colored pupils, against an average at- 
tendance during the preceding eight years 
of 33,782 white and 41,691 colored pupils: 
that 3,166 teachers are now employed te only 
1,898 in 1871. He savsthat this year $520,000 
will be spent upon the public schools, and 
that next year the school term will be length- 
ened; that the Democratic State administra- 
tion found the public schools in debt, and that 
has had to be paid off. These figures show 
tbat there are still large numbers of the color- 
ed youth who are not attending the sachools, 
but the increase in attendance during the Jast 
few years is gratifying. Of the whites there 
are thousands in the State, no doubt, who are 
being educated at their parents’ expense, but 
the colored children have no resource but the 
public schools.

“« Seeding Down Land—An Essay on But- 


ter—Hints foe the Month of Octo- 
ber—Household Receipts, 
Etc., Etc., Etc. 


There is no doubt that land to be seeded to 
rass is best done in the fall, and no month 
n the year, unless it may be August, is better 

adapted to this purpose than September. 


© Notwithstanding thié, a large majority of 
farmers seed down in the spring. 


We have 
succeeded well in seeding down in September, 
after taking off a crop of barley, for green fod- 
der in June, then sewing with Hungarian in 
July, and after taking this off in September 
seeded down to grass. Beit remembered 
that this piece of ground was plowed three 
times during the year and manured three 
times. 

The quantity of seed used depends very 
much upon the kind of grasses to be grown. 
Our pian is to sow a bushel and a quarter of 
red top, one peck and a half of timothy to the 
acre. Itisalways best tosow those grasses 

ether which mature about the same time. 

rchard grass, Kentucky bluegrass, tall 
meadow oat grass, and meadow fescue make 
an excellent mixture, and with red clover, 
blossom about the same time. These grasses 
will be ready for moving bythe middle of 
June, and in the barn before the later grasses 
are in blessom. Our mixture of these grasses 
for an acre 1s orchard grass halfa bushel, 
meadow fescue half a busnel, fall meadow 
oat grass and Kentucky blue grass one peck 
each, and in the spring sow six pounds of red 
clover seed. Itis highly important that the 
Jand should be weli worked and well manured 
before the seed is sown. hay 

Where bhayismueh needed, and it is not 
desirable to plant sod land, it may be plowed 
up this week or next, turning the sod well 
over, and then harrew in some well-rotted or 
fine manure, or, if this is lacking, then 
some special fertilizer, harrowing it well in, 
then seeding down again, and pext summer a 
good cropof hay canbecut. Few persons 
are aware of the amount of fertilizing matter 
there isin sod turned under; and we have 
known of farms which have been greatly 1m- 
proved, inthe course of a dozen years, where 
the hay has been yeariy sold off, by turning 
over the sod every three or four years and 
applying fertilizers. In order todo this it 
would be necessary for a person to under- 
sta@md the character of his dand, sothat he 
may know what kind of fertilizers it will re- 
quire. In fact, soimpertant has the hay crop 
become thatitis mecessary that every grass 
which is to be made into hay should be a spe- 
cial study, so that its qualities may be well 
understood. 

COUNTRY BUTTER. 


The art of making gcod butter is not as 
common asit cughttobe,even though the 
article is one of the most ancient of food pro- 
ducts, and was mentioned,by Herodotus 2,399 
years age, aud frequently referred to by oth- 
er early writers. ad butter is far more fre- 
quentiy met with than good, and of ali the 
pid tabvles which find acceptance in regard to 

ko superior delights of a rura! life, none bay¢ 
less foundation im fact than that which as- 
nerts that the butter which adorns the average 
farmer’s table is of better quality than is ob- 
tainable in cities. As good butter as is found 
in hotels and rpen first-class family tables in 
acity like Boston ean seldom befousd in 
country farm-houses. The farmers’ wives 
and daughbers do not know how to make the 
best butter, and have not the requisite appli- 
ances if they possessed the knowledge. 

The butter which is common in the favm- 
houses of cven rural New England, and which 
is often referredto bythe housewife with 
great pride, is ranked iow in the fist of grades 
of butter inthe Boston market, and it would 
be well if the fact were thoroughly compre- 
bended. It may be fortunate for the palates 
ofa great many people in the country that 
they have no idea of what good butter is, and 
are actually incapable oftelling good from 
bad, but itis notso fortunate for their pock- 
et-books. 

itis nearly as easy tomake good butter as 
to make poor, zndit has been suggested that 
it would be an important and benevolent 
work if competent persons would 290 through 
the country explaining what good butter is 
and bow to make it. 

LICE ON STOCK. 

A number of letters ask for remedies for 
lousy stock. Vermin of some kind very fre- 
quently infest domestic animals; they are 
mostly of the louse type; small parastic ani- 
mals that must be removed by the application 
of some jnsecticide. A number of subdstan- 
ces have been used to a greater or less extent, 
of whichafew are mentioned below: One 
pound of tobacco and six ounces of borax 
boiled in two quarts of water, to which soft 
soap enough is added to make a thick paste, 
bas proved a good vermin salve. A mixture 
of carbolic acid and soft sozp in the propor- 
tion of one to four, makesacompound easy 
to apply, and very effectual. Shortly after, 
the parts to which the soap mixture has been 
applied should be washed with pure water 
and anon-dryicg oilrubbedon. Oilof tur- 
pentine and lard oi], equal parts, with a little 
carbolic acid, is perhaps the most convenient 
mixture to make, and effectual in its applica- 
tion. Animals that are afiected with vermin 
need better care and bigher feediag in order 
to overcome the drain that those parasites 
make upon the system. 


Hints for October. 


Swine.—Pigs will fatten nearly as fast on 
potatoes this month asoncorn next. They 
the. best on cooked feed, andthe gain ought 
est-be ground. 
™ Buildings.—This month offers the most fa- 
yrable time usually for the painting and re- 
_hir of farm buildings, and putting them in 
‘der forthe winter. A great part of this 
liork may be well done during this month by 
lhe farmer and his boys. 


Implements ut away for the winter 
shouid be painted or protected in some way 
from the action of the air and mosture. Paint 
or varnish for the woodwork, and a varnish 
of two thirds rosin and one-third mutton 
soe is excellent for protecting iron and 
steel. . 


Fodder corn, which, of course, was cut be- 
fore the firet frost, or much of iis value was 
lost, should be handled muchinthe same 
way. Assoou as the stalks are sufliciently 
dry, and the weather so cool that daager from 
moulding is past, put it up in small bundles, 
and set these togetherin large stooks in the 
field, bound securely at the top. 

Plowing for Spring Crops.—This may be 
done at any time now where the soil is not 
too light and not likely to wash during the 
winter. The ground should be left rough to 
be subjected to the fullest action of the weath- 
er, freezing, thawing. wetting, drying, etc. 
Should acrop of weeds come up, it will very 
Jikely pay to harrow and plow again. 


Live Stock.—A littie extra feed brings cat- 
tle and horses to tlie beginning of winter in 
odorder. The tops of carrots, beets and 
urnips may be fedto good advantage, and 
there is a great deal of sweetness in the Octo- 
ber pasturage. Where much corn is planted, 
there will always be soft ears and “‘nubbins,’’ 
which are best fed to horses and pigs. 


Ridge plowing of stiff clays is often of great 
benefit. It is done by turning the furrows 
two and two together, so as to leave the land 
uniformly ridged. The ridges must runup 
and down the slopes; otherwise, in heavy 
rains, water will be heid by the ridges until 
it breaks through somewhere, when there wil! 
be danger of a ‘‘wash-out.’’ This system of 
winter fatiowing involves plowing sgainin 
the spring, but shows its good effects m the 
crops. 

Corn fodder, by which we mean the stalks 

(not the leaves of the corn m-re- 
ly secipped off), should be bound ia bundles 
probably best done with willow withes, an 
stooked up so astoshed rain. Large stooks, 
well set and firmly bound, may be jeft in the 
field until needed for feeding, without injury

BAKED TOMATOES (Southern mode).—Pre- 
pare the tomatoes the same as for stewing; 
put in a deep dish; mix through the tomatoes 
plenty of bread crumbs or rolled cracker, 

lenty of butter; pepper and salt to taste; 
Gore a thick layer of the cracker on top; bake 
in a moderate oven until of a good brown. 


PICKLED CAULIFLOWER.—Choose such a3 
are firm, yet of their full size; cut away all 
the leaves and pare the stalk; pull away the 
flowers in bunches; steep in brine two days, 
then drain them; wipe them dry and put 
them in hot pickie, or merely infuse for three 
days three ounces of curry powder in every 
quart of vinegar. 

TURKIS@ ‘**PILLAvU.”,-—One cup of beef 
stock,’one cup of tomato juice strained, one 
cup of rice; boil these together twenty min- 
utes, then add halfacun of butter and boil 
tex’ minutes; it must be boiled in an inner 
kettle or stirred all the time, as it barns easi- 
ly; the rice must be whoie when done, and it 
is to be eaten while very hot or it is not good. 


FOURCHETIE.—Bits of nice salt pork, about 
one-third of an inch thick, two or three in- 
ches square; bits of calf’s liver the same size. 
Put these alternately onalong skewer, be- 
ginning and ending with pork; lay itin the 
oven across a Gripping-pan, and roast as you 
woulda bird, basting occasionally. When 
done slidethe pieces from the skewer, and 
serve on & hot plate. 


STUFFED EGG PLANT.—Cut them in half, 
lengthwise, and parboil them in salted water; 
scoop out most of the inside, and pound this 
to a paste in the mortar, with a little fat bac- 
on and some mushrooms, previously chopped 
up, alittie onion, also chopped, pepper and 
sait to taste, and alittle crumb of bread 
soaked in stock. Fill each half with this 
mixture, lay them in a well-buttered tin and 
bake for about a quarter of an hour. 


APPLE FRITTERS.—Cut the applies into 
rounds as thin as possible, cut out the cores, 
pare away the skins, put them in a dish, pour 
over them a wine-glassful of brandy, and 
sprinkle sugar and grated lemon-rind over 
them; let them liein this foran hour: half 
fill a good-sized saucepan with clarified drip- 
ping; muke it quite hot,and when it is stil 
and a blue smoke rises fromit, dip each slice 
separately into the batter, take it out in a 
tablespoon, and dip it with the batter that is 
in the spoon with it into the boiling fat; turn 
it over lightly with a fork, and when the frit- 
ter 1s crisp and lightly brown it is done 
enough. Put on paper to free it from grease; 
sift white sugar on, and serve.

Equine Tanners. 
From the Paris Golois. 


A Tanner experiment was made with a 
number of horses in Paris in 1876. The fol- 
lowing results were obtained: 1. It was proved 
beyond all doubt thara horse can hold out 
for twenty-five days withoutany solid nourish- 
ment, provided it is supplied with sutticient 
and good drinking water. 2. A horse can 
barely hold out for five days without water. 3 
lf a borze is Well fed for ten days, but insuffi- 
ciently provided with water during the same 
period, it will not outlive the e!eyenth day. 
One horse, from whieh water had been entire- 
ly witkhbe:d for three days, drank on the 
fourth day sixty litres of water within three 
minutes. A horse which received no solid 
nourishment for twelve days was, neverthe- 
less, in a condition on the twelfth day to draw 
aload of 279 kilos.

Port Sherman and its Surroundings. 
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Special Correspondence of the Post- 
PoRT SHERMAN, September 
fledged Village of Port Sherman | 
miles north of Grand Haven. It is ‘ai thrifty 
town, built along the southern side of. the 
channel which Uncle Sam has co ctad 
uniting Lake Michigan with Lake Muskegon. 
It is within one night’s pleasant voyage from 
Chicago and is beyond queftion the most 
unique spot upon the northern lakes. The 
place isa law unto itself. Located just upon 
the pathway of great commerdial esterprise 
it yet remains uninfluepced by ihe) world’s 
disturbance. Free from the thraldom of so- 
cial ceremonies, the motto of the plate seems 
to be **Live and Jet livel’’ The busy tide 
of a great commerce ebbs and flows’ continu- 
ously by its doors the morning flux draws 


forth hundreds of willing hands to contribute 


to a world’s traffic’ the evening reflux brings 
them back again to sequestered homes. The 
fishermen and the workingmen are as yet un- 
tainted sovereigns; crude, but candid; poor, 
and withal intelligent. They are v demo- 
cratic in actfon, and have a full appreciation 
of individual being. Their town, nestling at 
the foot of the sand-hills, enjoys its uninter- 
rupted siesta, and lies just beyond the path of 
the business and the political sirocco, al- 
though tbus, in their homely joys, ** far from 
the madding crowd’s ignoble strife,’”? these 
humble toilers have accomplished ‘much for 
Michigan. When the tourist firs’ observes 
the desolate sand-hills and sompré pines of 


Michigan, it is a matter of speculation if any- 
thing good ceuld come out ofsuch gland. Ina 
few moments more the steamer Has passed 
through the Government chan and the 
question is surprisingly answered. Port 
Sherman is passed and then the ge buzz 
of busy saw milis tell ofa great ¢ommercial 
industry. Muskegon Lake appeags teemin 
with tugs, and craft of every shape an 
tonnege. Everywhere the eye rests on squads 
of toliing menstrung along the shore like 
busy ants. A manufacturing métropolis is 
ushered upon the sight. This port is the 
greatest lumber mart of the United States 
and probably of the werld; The city 
of Muskegon lies across the 
lake, and there and. al around 
the shores the busy trade is earried on day 
and night. The wie Sones wake of steam- 
ers and sailing craft marks an almost con- 
tinuous line of commerce over Lake Mich- 
igan to Chicago, whence their valuable 
freights are distributed. The Muskegon 
River, for upwards of a hundred miles, 
forms almost one mass or fait of pine and 
hemlock logs. These are cut during the 
winter season and hauled in sleds over snow 
roads to the river bank to await the spring 
floods and be carried down totheiake. The 
axe, answering the call of commerce, has 
made almost ingalculahje inggagls into the 
vast solitude. Camps of Wooaigéi Are és- 
taplished during the cutting seagpn through- 
out the gloomy pineries. These g@mps are the 
centers: of activity. where rough and 
harcy men cofer under, trying condi- 
tions and with dauntless. tude. The 
lives of these woodmen are re with dar- 
ing adventures and furnish f@od for truth 
stranger than fiction. The then assemble 
around their camp-fires when the busy day is 
over and maxe the welkin resousid with their 
corgs. Thescene presentsa weird aspect. 
The encampments, with their bonfires dotting 
the edge of forest clearings, lis thrilling 
wartimes. Moving figures “appearing like 
distorted silhouettes or sp of evil cast 
their shadows far into the fofest’s recesses. 
Occasionally the crush of falling trees 
or the rush of startled ani- 
mals disturbs the soul’s. equanimity. 
Torchlights glimmer through tn@ gioom like 
ignes fatui. Their lights are reflected back 
in resplendent hues from thousands of icicles 
which depend from the ovefbanging and 
overlapping branches like glittering stalac- 
tites from the roof of a cave. But it is around 
the cheery fireside, when the pipes are v*e- 
plenished, that fascinating adventures are re- 
lated and the news from wife and “‘littie 
oues’’ dreamed over. Welcome the stranger 
who gladdens these toilers with, words from 
home or tale of the outside world. Last sea- 
son 615,000,000 feet of lumber were logzed and 
placed inthe river in charge of the Muskezo 
Booming Company, to be delivered in the 
spring to their respective milis. Leave 
ing their winter quarters when the 
floods come, tbe same workers guide 
the result of their hard labors down the 
stream to the lake; brana ths logs with the 
marks of their owners; bind them into rafts 
and deliverthem. When thisis accomplished 
the summer is well at hand and the men re- 
turn to their homes at Port Sherman and 
elsewhere, torun the saw mills and cut up 
the immense supply. One need no longer 
wonder at these men’s secluded appreciation 
of their homes, which bas been so poorly 
portrayed in the beginningof this letter. 
The summer means to them home and re- 
union with loved ones, and the summer 
nights are spent in rejoicing rest and com- 
munionk. Observing the busy lives of these 
laborers, how wise do the words of Solomon 
appear, when he says, “Give me neither pov- 
erty norriches,’’ ete, As large as is the 
supply it is not equal to the demand from 
THE PRAIRIES OF THE WEST, 

Twenty-seven large mills, with capaei- 
ties varving from 383,000,000 feet up to 
that of Ryerson, Hills & Co,.’s of 49,250,000 
feet, labor continuously to fill the orders. 
The result 1s shipped via Chieago and the Iili- 
nois River to the Mississippi and thence to its 
destinations. The wastes from the milis, 
which is daily burnt, would supply the poor 
of St. Louis with fuel for the winter.

~ Gold for India. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 


Atatime when some alarm has been ex- 
cited in commercial circles by the possibilit 
of a drain of bullion to America, it is wort 
notice that £25,000 in gold has just been taken 
out of the bank for shipment to India. Our 
attention is so often called to the fact that In- 
dia has a silver currency and imports large 
quantities of that metal that we are disposed 
toignore her capacity for absorbing gold. 
And yet India annually imports an amount 
ot the more precious metal, which bears a 
sensible proportion to the productions of the 
world. During the ten years ending with 
1875, when the relative value of gold to silver 
was but little affected, the total net imports 
of treasure into India amounted to just £100, - 
060,000, of which £36,000,000, or more than 
one-third, was in gold, being at the rate of 
£3,500,000 a year. During the same period 
of ten years the production of all the gold 
mines of the world is estimated to have aver- 
aged about 6,000,000 ounces a year, Or say 
£24,000,000. That India, without a gola cur- 
rency, should thus have appropriated more 
than one-eighth of the total production 
sounds incredible. Whatshe does with the 

old is almost as difficult tounderstand. The 
arger portion must be converted into orna- 
ments and jewelry, but probably much is 
hoarded inthe form of sovereigns. When 
Bombay was reaping her cotton harvest at 
the crisis of the American war, a calculation 
was published to the effect that 10,000.000 
sovereigns were hoarded in that Presidency 
alone, where the impression of St. George 
and the dragon is especially valued for reli- 
gious purposes.
